Dear Mr. Mullen: 

This is in further response to our letter dated November 21,2018, regarding your Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request, 5 U.S.C. § 552, to the Department of State (DOS) for specific 
cables sent and/or received by officials representing DOS and/or its organizational components. 

A second search of the Central Foreign Policy File (the principal record system of the DOS) was 
conducted, resulting in the retrieval of two documents responsive to your request. After carefully 
reviewing the records, we determined they are appropriate for release in part. The denied 
information is exempt from release pursuant to the following exemptions: 

• 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(1), which protects information that is properly classified in the interest 
of national security pursuant to Executive Order 13526. 

• 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), which concerns material the release of which would constitute a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of an individual's personal privacy.

Additionally, if you are not satisfied with DOS's determination in response to your request, you 
may contact the Office of Government Information Services (OGIS) at the National Archives 
and Records Administration (NARA) to inquire about the FOIA Mediation Services they offer.
